He 
did not want to b ecause his fixed 
purpose was the perfection of 
r e c i pr o c a l trade agreements 
ab road, and he was wisely deter­ 
mined to keep b oth his purpose 
and himself from getting inv olv ­ 
ed in domestic politics. 
But it is possib le to gauge what 
kind of President he would make 
b y the positions he has taken in 
priv ate at cab inet, and the warm 
» discussions he has had with his 
associates at New Deal firesides 
These are herewith presented, ] 
b eliev e, for the first time.

Mr, Hull is of the Woodrow 
Wilson school of lib eralism which 
is somewhat different from the 
Franklin Roosev elt college.

Frank and the Leftists of the ad­ 
ministration in a b ag and throw 
them into eternal ob liv ion.

He would oppose spending 
y and unb alanced b udgets, b ut not 
sweep them away with one sharp 
stroke. He b eliev es that a posi­ 
tiv e program of encouragement 
o f capital b usiness expansion is 
necessary. These lines of thought 
hav e not b een whipped into defi­ 
nite remedial measures in his 
mind, and apparently he would 
g o a little further than the ad­ 
ministration has gone. 
A point upon which he has 
strong personal opinion is the 
chaotic legal condition of gov ­ 
ernment b oards, like the securi­ 
ties exchange commission and the 
National Lab or Relations Board. 
Neither gov ernment nor b usiness 
knows what either can do under 
laws which are so b road as to b e 
unintelligib le. If the b oards can­ 
not lay down simple rules of con­ 
duct which ev eryone can under­ 
stand, Hull would mov e to make 
their authority specific. 


He fav ors social security, the 
orthodox lib eral doctrine of high­ 
est income and sur-taxes, and 
general principles of wages and 
hours. 


This seems to estab lish him as 
ab out 66 2/3 per cent New Deal, 
b ut a man with ideas of his own. 
Some third term axemen hav e 
b een hacking at his lib eralism, 
b ut his record in congress shows 
he was the author of the first in 
heritance tax law, v oted for child 
lab or laws, federal reserv e law 
Clayton anti-trust law, 
federal 
trade commission act. 
For sound or pictures his rating 
is not the highest. On screen and 
stump his fixed facial expression 
and drawling deliv ery would nev er 
inspire rev olution, b ut he is an ex 
ceptionally clev er pub lic man. The 
way he worked on congress for 
renewal of his reciprocal trade 
agreements 
this 
season 
w as 
worthy of a Roosev elt. 
Sixty 
days ago there was a strong sen­ 
ate majority against him. Oppos­ 
ition of the dairy and cattle re­ 
gions was almost b itter. Through 
Wallace he lined up the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, most 
powerful of farm lob b ies. 
Then 
he got the League of Women Vot­ 
ers and the American Association 
of 
Univ ersity 
Women 
excited 
ab out domestic prices (only re- 
motedly connected with the cur­ 
rent issue), and they in turn pro­ 
moted pressure among left wing 
consumers 
organizations. 
T hi s 
turned defeat into what ev en the 
Repub licans now concede to b e 
apparent v ictory. 
His speaking appearance fails 
b y many miles to giv e an accur­ 
ate impression of how much he 
knows, b ut this 
may 
prov e a 
pleasant contrast. 
He is quick 
tempered b ut not i mpet uous 
Practically ev eryone in Washing­ 
ton likes him, due mainly to re­ 
spect for his integrity and char­ 
acter. 
At 69 (he wil b e 70 in 
Octob er) he is in excellent health. 
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His chance rests largely with 
Mr. Roosev elt. He has no organi­ 
zation or national political follow­ 
ing like Farley, Garner, or ev en 
McNutt. 
If he is chosen it must 
b e upon Mr. Roosev elt’s recom­ 
mendation or b y a compromise 
b etween Roosev elt 
and 
Farley 
(Who is a good friend of Hull’s) 
and Garner. 
His prospects look fairly b right.

which in their effects are calcu­ 
lated to create destructiv e com­ 
mercial controv ersies 
or 
b itter 
economic wars, and to formulate 
agreements with respect thereto, 
designed to eliminate and av oid 
the injurious results and dan­ 
gerous possib ilities of economic 
warfare, and to promote fair and 
friendly trade relations among all 
the nations of the world.” 
He said this in a speech b efore 
the house, July 8,19 16, and is re­ 
peating it in priv ate today.

MAKING AMERICANS QUICKLY 
A proposal to simplify the process of na tu ra l­ 
izing aliens has been made by Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins. Under existing laws, she told 
the Commonwealth Club of San Francisco, tests 
for im m igrants are too drastic. 
She recommended that requirem ents for “re­ 
sponsible aliens” be relaxed. This would include, 
Miss Perkins said, literacy tests for elderly aliens. 
The millions of Am ericans out of work could 
not be expected to take kindty to any plan that 
would open the gates to a flood of aliens, poten- 
tian com petitors for the few jobs available. A fter 
a reasonable num ber of im m igrants have been 
adm itted, it should be the desire of officials every ­ 
where to m ake them good Americans as soon as 
possible. Sufficient tim e m ust be given them , how­ 
ever, for reflections on the responsibilities of citi­ 
zenship and to make certain they are fully pre­ 
pared to relinquish their loyalties to any other 
countries. 


GROWING AMERICA 


A hundred and fifty years ago, 650 enum erators 
started in on the first national census. They com­ 
pleted the task of counting few er than 
4 ,000,000 
persons—in 18 arduous months. 
On April 1, an arm y of 120,000 enum erators will 
begin the most intricate and com plete compilation 
of census inform ation ever proposed, and will com­ 
plete the study of 132,000,000 people—in 30 days!

Collective bargaining labor unions do not re­ 
duce sw eat shops. They greatly increase them. 
We now have 4,000,000 people, according to Sec­

And the reason m ost of these are obliged to live 
on 
$ 1 is because labor unions take such a large 
fraction of the total production and also so restrict 
production tha t there is only this crum b left for 
these workers. 
If labor unions would perm it all people to work 
at w hat they w anted to and work as long as they 
w anted to and a t a free m arket price, there would 
be so much more produced and freely exchanged 
tha t the standard of living of all w orkers in the 
long run would be greatly improved.

So metimes the child is 
no t no urished by his fo o d. 
Again 
he may no t be getting eno ugh 
rest. 
Or thè teacher talks to o 
lo udly. 
It wo uld surprise many 
a teacher to learn that this is a

against 
teachers by nerv o usly tired chil­ 
dren. The field sho uld be search­ 
ed fo r the cause, the child put 
under treatment and enco uraged 
to get well. 
Often such a child gets better 
so o ner if reliev ed o f scho o l wo rk. 
Mo thers hate to take children o ut 
o f scho o l, and rightly, but there 
is no sense in sending an ailing 
child to scho o l. 
He canno t learn, 
he is co nstantly made to feel him­ 
self in the wro ng fo r so mething 
he canno t help.

surely no bo dy wo uld punish a 
child fo r that? 
But many a child 
is punished and gro ws steadily 
wo rse under the treatment that 
is meant to cure him.
